In the first eleven 
days of the war the German invasion 
made amazing speed over the rela¬ 
tively level plains of western Poland, 
unhindered by the seasonal rains up¬ 
on which the Poles have always plac¬ 
ed so much dependence for their de¬ 
fense. Rain was reported only Mon¬ 
day, September 11. 

German success seems to have at¬ 
tained through the use of highly 1 
mechanized field units led by large 
numbers of tanks and preceded by 
an even larger number of bombing 
planes. At this writing the Germans 
have taken the important city of 
Cracow, in the south, and the sur¬ 
rounding territory. The armies to 
the northward, after an advance of 
about two hundred miles in some 
places, have reached the line of the 
Vistula, Bug and Narew Rivers, be 
hind which the Polish troops have 
offered greatly stiffened resistance 
Up to the present writing the Polish 
forces-'have been defending the city 
of Warsaw, which is the center of 
their main line of defense, since 
about September 8. Heavy artillery 
fire and almost continuous bombing 
from the air have been reported. 

On Sunday, the third. Great Bri¬ 
tain and France, after their ultimat¬ 
ums to Hitler had gone unanswered, 
announced that they were at war | 
with Germany under their agree 
ments to come to the defense of 
Poland. England was surprised with 
in a few hours by the opening of 
submarine warfare by the German 
U-boats and the sinking of the 
Athenia, bound for Canada with re¬ 
turning tourists, many from the 
United States. On the sea England at 
once established a blockade, and 
within ten days reported that she 
had sunk several German merchant 
ships in distant waters and had 
driven the remainder of the German 
ships at sea to take refuge in neutral 
ports for the duration of the war, 

On the other hand submarines had 
sunk within a few days several Eng¬ 
lish merchant vessels. 

On Monday, the fourth, England 
reported a successful air raid upon 
German naval bases in the North Sea 
Reports that two battleships had been 
severely damaged by bombs were 
however, quickly denied by the Ger¬ 
mans. English troop movements were 
reported by the end of the week, 
some as even having entered the 
front lines in France. Britain was 
heartened by the news that her Do¬ 
minions had declared war on Ger¬ 
many. 

French official reports briefly 
stated that fighting had commenced, 
and later that considerable advances 
had been made into the Saar region 
in the north, where the main German 
defences have apparently not as yet 
been attacked. To date, neither Paris 
or Londona has been bombed from 
the air. 

The United States and all the 
European countries declared their 
neutrality. The surprising, and as 
yet puzzling, action was Italy’s dec¬ 
laration of neutrality, since it was 
expected that she would enter the 
war supporting Germany.

There are 1500 books kept in the 
library at all times, the remainder 
of the volumes are in the field. The 
carriers take out a lot of books, and 
exchange each two weeks. The books 
are left at the homes of readers along 
the route of the carriers and the car¬ 
riers visit sick persons and shut-ins 
and read to them. Circulars of vari¬ 
ous kinds are circulated, especially 
those treating on health which are 
furnished by the local health unit.
